FOR LETTER ENGRAVING MACHINES 


Normally, when workpieces are to be provided with standard type letterings by the methods of 


mechanical engraving, electro-marking or etching, use is made of exchangeable type face tem- 


plates of which the desired text is composed and which are then inserted into the retaining 


grooves of the template holder. In the case of three-dimensional engraving machines, such as 


the GK or KF type machines, these type face templates will have to be inserted into a template 


holder which is in turn mounted on the master supporting table. 


TYPE TEMPLATE MATERIALS 


All type templates shown in this catalogue are made of 
a highly wear-resistant material, i.e. hard brass, so that 
under the usual service conditions the wear of the edges 
and grooves of the templates by the tracing stylus is kept 
within reasonable limits, thus ensuring uniform accuracy 
and a long useful life of the templates. Where parti- 
cularly exacting conditions have to be coped with, for 
example where very hard materials have to be engraved, 
steel templates as well as case-hardened templates are 
available.

STYLES OF TYPE TEMPLATES 


The design of the standard style type templates in which 
the height of the characters is 20 mm. (3/4 in.) is shown 
in Fig. 1; type templates in which the height of the 
characters is 40 mm. (11/2 in.) are also available, these 
templates being mounted in a special dovetailed holder 
(see Fig. 11). Shown at the bottom of Fig. 1 are prong- 
type templates which are intended for use with the uni- 
versal copy dial illustrated in Fig. 12. 


DOVETAIL TEMPLATES 


Dovetail type templates are available for characters hav- 
ing a height of 20mm. (3/4in.) and 40 mm. (11/2 in), 
respectively. When ordering these templates, please state 
the type of grooves (metrical type or inch-type) into 
which they will have to be inserted. Most of the type 
faces shown on pages 4 and 5 are available in four 
different template styles: 


Sunk, direct-reading characters for all types of lettering 
such as in nameplates, for the identification of property, 
etc., where direct-reading letters are to be produced by 
engraving, etching or electro-marking. 


Sunk, reflected characters for engraved work in cases in 
which it is intended to have type impressions appear in 
raised direct-reading form, for example in embossing 
plates for letterheads, labels, etc., dies for lead seals, 
information plates on machinery, stamps for paper seals. 
moulding dies and similar work. 


Raised, direct-reading characters for engraved work in 


the form of raised characters as used in nameplates, 
embossing dies, sheet-metal tags and the like. 


Raised, reflected characters for engraved work in raised 
reflected form in cases where it is intended to have type 
impressions appear in sunk, direct-reading form, for 
example in marking punches, branding stamps, embossing 
wheels, embossing dies, etc.

These special templates are provided with studs and usec

Of all type face styles shown in this catalogue, both 
single characters and complete sets are available. Stand- 
ard type sets include 82 characters, i.e. one template 
each for all letters of the alphabet (cf. Fig. 4). Enlarged

RAISED LETTER TEMPLATES 


These templates make it possible to produce finish- 
engraved sharp-cornered raised letters. However, this 
type of work requires the use of a universally movable 
three-dimensional pantograph which is available in Mo- 
del GK and KF machines only. | 


These templates have to be inserted into the dovetailed 
template holder which is in turn mounted on the master 
supporting table of the machine. They are available 
with characters having the standard widths given in 
the German Standard Specifications DIN-1451/II and 
DIN-1451/IV. 


Here is a brief description of the method used: The 
tracing stylus and the cutter, both ground to sharp 
points, first follow the basic contours of the characters 
and are then raised along the corners in order to produce 
sharp edges. In order to avoid distortion of the bevelled 
sides of the characters, care should be taken to make the 
angle of the stylus point by 1° to 2° larger than that 
of the cutter point. 


ual characters corresponding to their frequency of oc- 
currence (see Fig. 5). As regards foreign languages, block 
type sets as per DIN-1451 are available; these also in- 
clude letters bearing accents. All type sets are arranged 
for convenient use in suitable trays.

SKELETON CHARACTERS 


Letter templates of this type for engraved characters in 
raised form permit any desired arrangement, for example 
along a circle as shown in Fig. 6, or along oval or straight 
lines. These cut-out characters may be used for direct- 
reading letterings or, by reversing them, for reflected 
type letterings. They are available in all of the standard 


SPECIAL PURPOSE TEMPLATES 


For the purpose of engraving mass-produced parts with 
brand names, manufacturer’s names, trade marks, figural 
patterns, script signatures and the like, which cannot be 
composed of standard type material, it is recommended 
to use special purpose templates. Such templates may be 
made of some easy-to-machine material such as brass, 
aluminium, zinc, celluloid or plastic. When selecting a 
suitable template material, it is necessary to consider the 
hardness of the material to be engraved, the number 
of parts involved, and also the area to be covered. 

Where large quantities of parts have to be engraved

widths I to VI. For use, these characters are mounted in 
the desired manner on a wooden board or a metallic 
baseplate, either by means of pins for which holes have 
been provided in the templates, or with the aid of bee 
glue. 


on a mass-production scale, special-purpose templates 
should be made of steel; for high-duty service, such 
templates may even be case-hardened. A few examples 
are shown in Fig. 7. Steel templates should also be used 
where heavy cuts are repeatedly taken from very hard 
materials; since the machining of tough materials results 
in a considerably higher pressure between the tracing 
stylus and the template, soft-metal templates would be 
subject to premature wear. 


Where special-purpose templates are required, Deckel is 
prepared to furnish detailed advice.
